It is changes ch 
repeatedly transformed the feeling of 
optimism regarding the pope's recov- 
ery into one of grave anxiety, in the 
knowledge that each recurrence with 
draws something from the vital forces 
of the father. 

Notwithstanding the reassurances 
of Professor Marochiafava, a careful 
watch is being kept on the vatican and 
there is doubt that the “satisfactory 
general condition” of the pontiff, as 
reported by the doctors !s borne out 
by the facts. 

New and Grave Features. 

The temperature of the pope, which 
throughout almost the whole day re- 
mafhed at 97 degrees, in itself indi- 
cating depression and weakness, rose 
in the early evening to 100 and later 
to 102. The bronchial symptoms, which 
at the morning examination were found 
to be diminished, presented new and 
Srave features this evening. The af- 
fect®d zone on the left side of the chest 
was further congested, with a possi- 
ble area of consolidation—one of the 
signs of pneumonia—and the sounds 
within the bronchial tubes were more 
pronounced. 

The attending physicians ordered a 
specia] bacteriological examination of 
the sputum to ascertain whether it 
contained infectious material and the 
nature of the detritus that threatens 
to block up the lungs. 

Darkest Reports Current. 

The darkest reports are being cir- 
culated, one being that the pope is 
at the point of death and that Father 
Agostine Pifferi, an Augustinian 
monk, has been ordered to be in read!i- 
ness to bring to the patient the last 
communion, this being the preroga- 
tive of his office. 

This appears to be an exaggeration 
of the situation, although undoubted- 
ly the pope’s condition is much worse, 
as he did not take sufficient rest to- 
day and over-exerted himself, as he 
had done on previous occasions. This 
resulted in general prostration, ele- 
vation of the temperature and in- 
ability to retain nourishment, even 
the very lightest nutriment. 

The arrival in Rome tonight of Ar- 
gelo Sarto, the pope's brother, was in- 
terpreted in some quarters as a cer- 
tuin sign that all hope had been aban- 
doned. It was forgotten that Angelo 
Sarto left his own village on his jour- 
ney to the Holy City long before the 
present setback of t! patient occurred

ESUAPED MURDERER 
IS NABBED AT STILL 


Drew Smith, Who _ Escaped 
While Serving Life Term, 
Caught in Pike. 


Griffin, Ga., April 15.—(Spectal.)— 
Drew Smith, an escaped convict from 
the state prison farm, was captured 
Tuesday in Pike county while engaged 
in the illicit distillery buisenss and 
will again don prison stripes 

Smith was caught by Deputy Col- 
lectors E. J. Hinton and R. S. Ison and 
his son, Frank Ison, of this city, at his 
still in Pike county, about 21-2 miles 
north of Jolly, while he lay sound 
aSleep by the mountain side. Suddenly 
awakened, he made no attempt to re- 
sist arrest, though a dangerous dirk 
and a. l-pound slingshot was on his 
person. The distillery was destroyed 
by the raiding officers and about 800 
gallons of moonshine liquor seized. 

The captured distillery was brought 
to Griffin and carrie@ to Justice of 
the Peace Mills’ office for the purpose 
of issuing a warrant for illicit dis- 
tilling, but here it was learned that 
the prisoner was an escaped convict 
and upon the advice of the United 
States officers Mr. Hinton announced 


that Smith would not be prosecuted 
for illicit distilling, but would be 
turned over to the authorities at Mil- 
ledgeville for the purpose of serving 
out a life sentence for murder. Ac- 
cordingly the deputy sheriff left to- 
night for the state farm with the 
prisoner. 

Smith is an old man 52 years old. 
He talked interestingly of his arrest 
and his career. Ten years ago he shot 
and killed Eugene Barker, of Upson 
county. He was tried in Upson su- 
perior court and given a life sentence. 
He killed Barker because of alleged 
mistreatment by Barker, their school 
teacher. 

After his conviction for the killing 
of Barker, Smith was carried to Mil- 
ledgeville to serve his sentence, About 
ten years ago he escaped, since which 
time he has been engaged in making 
and selling Mquor. He said it was 


his intention to get enough money in 
this way to go across the water and 
begin live anew, his wife and children 
having deserted him after he had been 
sent to prison. At the time of his} 
arrest by the revenue officers he had} 
over $60 in his possession, and he de-: 
clared that he had made much money ' 
in his operation of a still. He said he:

Such was Theodore Roosevelt's lunch 
and its cost today. It was bought by 
the colonel among pupils, children of 
various nationalities, at an east side 
Srammar school at noon. The former 
president visited several schools to in 
vestigate the food—at cost-price 
luncheons furnished under the aus- 
pices of the child HNfe committee of the 
progressive party. 

“It was food which I would have en- 
joyed at a first-class dinnef or lunch 
on the round-up or with the regiment 
or on a picnic or anything like that,” 
said the colonel. “I feel very strongly 
on this lunch question. I feel that we 
ought by law to get every state to pro- 
vide that the school boards should fur. 
nish meals to the children at not less 
than the cost price of raw materials. 
I hope that will be made a plank of 
the progressive municipal platform in 
the fall.” 

Colonel Roosevelt saw several chii- 
dren pay more than 2 cents for lunch. 
One child, whom he referred to as “an 
amateur Vanderbilt,” spent 7 cents, 
buying chocolategbread cake, soup and 
three dishes o**Salad. 

Several pupils told the colonel they 
used to go to the streets for their 
lunch, buying it from pushcarts, some 
purchasing green pickles and candy. 
He learned that 2,800 children are 
served daily at seven schools.

The measure was drafed by a sub- 
committee of the judiciary committee 
as a substitute for bills previously in- 
troduced, all of which specifically pro- 
vided that “aliens ineligible to citizen- 
ship should not hold lands.” 

The committee, however, proceeded 
on the theory that such a statute 
might be held in violation of the 
treaty rights of Japanese subjects 
and broadened the measure to include 
all aliens who had not declared their 
intention of becoming citizens. 

Not to Embarrass Corporations. 

In order not to embarrass. foreign 
corporations the committee did make 
the corporation clause of the bill apply 
only to “aliens not eligible to citizen- 
ship.” 

Several proposed amendments were 
defeated in quick order before As- 
semblyman W. A. Johnson. proposed to 
put back in the bill throughout the 
“aliens not eligible to citizenship” 
clause. 

‘Many a young Englishman,” he 
said, “coming to America with money’ 
to invest has promised his parents 
that he never would surrender his al- 
legwiance to the mother country, but 
he made no worse neighbor for that, 
and his children have grown up as 
good citizens as any of us.” 

“Tt is a question greater than dol- 
lars and cents,” replied Assemblyman 
Bloodgood.

JAPANESE VERY WRATHFUL;

Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


What is your income? You must be pre- 
pared to answer this query in detail, unless 
you can make oath that it is less than $4,000 
per annum. Young men who have been in 
the habit of boosting their incomes for 
favorable effect in the matrimonial market 
must in the future exercise a certain degree 
of caution in whose presence they make 
rash statements, or the taxgatherer may 
get them. 

It is suggested that the income tax 
method of raising revenue is destined to 
become unpopular, and one of the principal 
reasons alleged for this statement is that 
the exemption has been made too low. It is 
argued that $5,000 would have been low 
enough, and that people enjoying incomes 
below that sum ought not to be compelled 
to donate to the support of the government. 

In this respect, however, the United 
States is far behind or ahead, according to 
the view, of other countries who lay an 
income tax. In England the amount ex- 
empted is $750. In Prussia tncomes under 
$225 are exempt: tn Austria the exemption 
is about $113. In Italy they go down as low 
as $77.20. In the Netherlands all under $260 
escape, and in Zurich, Switzerland, incomes 
under $100 are exempt. 

Remove Distasteful Features. 

With the idea in view that the paying of 
any kind of a tax does not come under 
the head of pleasure, the house committee 
made it a prime object to remove from the 
collection of the income tax as many of the 
distasteful features possible in order 
that the collectors of internal revenue might 
draw the money into the with as 
little disturbance to the individual and busi- 
ness as possible. It, therefore, provides that 
as much as possible the tax will be collected 
at the source. 

It is estimated that a very large propor- 
tion of the incomes in this country are 
derived from holdings in corporations, and 
the law provides that the officers of these 
corporations shall deduct from the interest 
from bonds and the returns from other secur- 
ities due the holders in the corporation the 
amount which they owe the government. In 
this -way the individual does not actually 
have to pay out the money. He is saved the 
pang of separating himself from actual cash; 
he simply receives in dividends and interest 
just the amount necessary to pay his tax 
less than he would otherwise have received. 
This ts considered an almost painless method. 

At the end of the fiscal year the proper 
officer of a corporation will present to the 
internal revenue collector a statement show- 
Ing the names of stock and bondholders and 
the amount of securities each holds in the 
concern. Attached to this will be a state- 
ment of the earnings of the corporation and 
the interest and dividends accrued to each 
individual holder. In each case where the 
amount due to a holder is in excess of $4.000 
and less than $20.000, the treasurer of the 
corporation will deduct 1 and mail 
it to the treasury department. 

Tn case of larger holders the additional 
1, 2 or 3 per cent will be added, as the case 
demands. Thus when the stockholder gets 
his check he finds that his income tax has 
been already paid and been charged against 
him, and virtually ft {s only a part of the 
legitimate expenses of the operation .of the

In cases where the same individual is 
interested In two or more corporations, and 
consequentiv has two or more sources of 
revenue, only in one case, of course, ts It 
allowable for the exemption of $4.000 to he 
deducted from the amount on which he is to 
pay. Under the law, therefore, it is up 
this individual affected to notify the corpora- 
tions and also the collector of internal reve- 
nue so that the Original $4.000 maw he ex- 
empted for him.

System of Records. 
In order to offset abuses that might ariea 


under this system it willl be necessary for 


the collector of internal revenue to keep and 
maintain a comprehensive system of records 
and keep in his office the names and ad- 
dresses of every man and woman in the 
United States who has an Income in 
of $4,000, together with kinds of investments 
he has and the rates of interest he receives. 

In the case of thousands of individuals In 
the country who have no Interest in corpora- 
tions. or business enterprise of any character. 
the collection will be somewhat more difficult 
and more personal. Mortgage records in the 
various counties in the United States will 
have to be resorted to to ascertain the hold- 
ers of mortgages, with the amounts and 
rates of Interest, and {n this way the agents 
of the internal revenue collector can ascer- 
tain very accurately the amount of net 
returns for each individual. 

In England, tn the case of a professional 
man, the income ifs returned to the depart- 
ment largely on honor. He makes an annual 
statement which Is usually accepted without 
question. If there is any reason to suspect 
misrepresentation the tax officials have the 
right to investigate. It will he so probably 
'n this country. It will not be an easy mat- 
ter for a person to escape the tax, should he 
be Inclined to do so. In most communities 
the man who has an {ncome above $4,000 is 
pretty well known, and while no one might 
be able to accurately state his income, jt 
would be rare that he would take the risk 
of detection and punishment for the sake of 
escaping a tax which. in countries now effect- 
ive is termed the “fairest form of taxation 
that can be devised.” 

The income tax is supposed to produce 
about $120,000,000, and no estimate ts made 
lower than this, and it may exceed this sum 
considerably.

What became of Wilkes Booth, the mur- 
derer of President Lincoln? Was he shot by 
Boston Corbett in the Virginia barn to which 
he had been tracked after he fled from Ford's 
theater, Washington, immediately following 
the assassination? If this man was Wilkes 
Booth, why was there so much mystery re; 
garding his burial? It is hard to believe ot 
erwise, yet many statements have been made 
which conflict with the killing of Booth and 
the burning of the tobacco barn, as given 
out by the government. 

One of these stories was to the effect 
that Booth had escaped south through the 
country which would naturally have been 
friendly to him, and, changing his name, be- 
came an Episcapal minister. There are those 
who knew this southern clergyman, and who 
resemblance to the

say: he bore a striking 
Booth family; that he 
Booth’s ungovernable temper and 
liquor, and that he also had his mannerisms 
and was lame in the leg. Booth broke his 
leg when he fell from the box immediately 
after had shot the president. 

It is said that this same clergyman had, 
upon several occasions, hinted that he was 
Wilkes Booth. The rumor being circulated 
among his congregation, the minister found 
it advisable to move farther south, and a 
newspaper interview, in the year 1893, tells 
that the mysterious clergyman was once se- 
cretly visited in a Georgia town by Edwin 
Booth, and that the two were closeted in 
private conversation for hours. 

Another story relates that Booth was able 
to escape through all the southern states 
until he reached Mexico, being disguised as 
a Confederate soldier. This seems highly tm- 
probable, for in the south at the time only

a little precaution would have been necessary 
for him to have found a safe convoy to 
whichever section he might desire to go. F. 
W. Bates, a Tennessee lawyer, some years ago 
wrote a book, in which he said that he met 
a man in Texas in 1868 who confessed to be- 
ing Wilkes Booth, and that this man later 
Killed himself in Enid, OKlahoma. 

In 1903 a New Jersey actress affirmed 
that she was the daughter of Wilkes Booth 
and that her mother was a Kentucky woman 
whom Booth had married in the early ‘70s, 
having assumed the name of Davtd E. George 
But the most mysterious part of her story 
was that her father said thatafter his escape 
he was compelled to hide for a long period 
in the Kentucky mountains and it would 
seem that such a thing would have been un- 
necessary. 

The story as told of the capture of Booth 
was to the effect that the barn in which 
he and his companion had taken shelter was 
surrounded by thirty picked cavalrymen, who 
were compelled to burn tt to get him. This 
seems a rather awkward statement when 
considering the fact that thirty “picked cav- 
alrymen"” were te capture one 
wounded man. It does not seem that tt would 
have been such a difficult task to have sur- 
rounded the barn on all sides and to have 
caught the man by making an entry at dif- 
ferent points without any harm to them- 
selves, desperate as he may have been. 

But the most mysterious part of the whole 
procedure seems to have been as to the dis- 
position made of Booth’s body, if it was 
Booth who was killed in the tobacco barn. 
It was months aftér the assassination before 
anything definite was heard as to what was 
done with the body. Then an officer came 
forward with the statement that !t had been 
Sunk in the Potomac at night. Other men 
claimed proof that it had been cremated. 
More authoritatively it was said that the 
murderer was buried in a government prison. 
Then many persons began boldly to assert 
that he had never been captured or shot. and 
that if any one had been killed in the tobacco 
barn it was more than likely some skulking 
tramp. 

The government statement was to the ef- 
fect that after Booth’s body had been car- 
ried to a gunboat, it was secretly removed, 
and a few years later it was turned over to 
the actor, Edwin Booth, who had it interred 
in Green Mount cemetery, of Baltimore. In 
1903 one of the pallbearers at the funeral 
said: “The body buried In Green Mount was 
not that of Booth. There were never two 
persons who resembled each other less, and 
I Knew Booth all my life. I saw the body 
several times. There is a mystery somewhere 
between the assassination of President Lin- 
coln and the drawing of the curtain in the 
life of Wilkes Booth.

ASKED OF FARMERS 


Editor Constitution: I noticed an 
on your editorial page in Saturday’s 
commenting o nMr. MeCord’s views on the 
money situation in Georgia. Your position 
is right, but will our people ever wake up 
to the unjust conditions under which we 
farmers are compelled to labor? There is 
no other business under God's heaven that 
could survive for a period of. Say five years, 
if it had to pay the usurious interest for 
borrowed capital the farmer has to pay. 
Being one of them, and a small one at that, 
[ know whereof I speak when I Say the 
small farmers are the worst abused set of 
people on earth. 

Make a start on the banker, whose bor- 
rowed capital, a large part of it, costs him 
one-half of one per cent, the rest costs him 
up to, say, five or six per cent, then the 
other corporations anywhere from 2% to §& 
per cent, then the mercantile world about 
6 per cent. Then we come to the man 
without whom this country would be a wil- 
derness. When he wishes to borrow from a 
bank he must give anywhere from 8 to 18 
per cent and give an iron-clad note and, in 
many instances, must tell the banker what 
he is going to do with the money when he 
gets it; then many times they are very 
reluctant about letting him have what he 
needs. If he borrows from a private party 
he must give a mortgage on all he has and 
all he expects to make. Now, this is gen- 
erally speaking. I have known some farm- 
ers to have to pay 20 per cent on money 
to farm with. 

When the farmers complain they are 
called chronic kickers, grumblers and a 
ne’er-do-well lot, lacking in enterprise and 
energy. Now I ask can any man, or set of 
men, prosper when they are fleeced in buy- 
ing and selling and are _ discriminated 
against in their efforts to produce the 
wealth that has made this section of our 
country so widely Known? Just put your 
mind to the task and keep agitating till our 
lawmakers and money-lenders sit up and 
take notice.

WHITES MAY REPLACE 
NEGRO MESSENGERS 


Under Democratic Administra- 
tion, Change Is Probable 
at Postoffice. 


Negroes as special delivery messen- 
gersin the postoffice department are 
presenting a worrysome problem to 
Postmaster Hugh McKee. According 
to that official, there are some who 
have been satisfactory for years in 
the service, and others who have not 

Thirty-five blacks hold this position 
in the Atlanta office, many of whom 
are said to be backed by powerful re- 
publican politicians. But since’ the 
democratic regime has taken charge of 
affairs, there has been a growing sen- 
timent among certain democratic con- 
gBressmen to do away with the ne- 
groes, and place white boys in their 
place. The position pays on an aver- 
age of $50 per month, and with the 
growth of the parcel post, this is be- 
ing increased. | i 

Years ago, under the old regime, 
when no negroes were ever given such 
positions in the south, many of the 
Special delivery messengers worked 
up to civil service positions, and some 
of the present heads of departments 
in the local postofice started in this 
manner. 

But since the negroes have had the 
positions, very few indeed have ever 
taken a civil service position. Accord- 
ing to some officials it would be far 
better to give the positions as mes- 
sengers to white boys, in order that 
they might become acquainted with 
the city, and the workings of the pos- 
tal system, and work up into the civil 
service. These make far better clerks 
and carriers at the beginning, it is 
Said, than men who have never been 
connected with postoffice. 

“But the trouble with having white 
boys is that it is hard ‘+o get that 
number of young men to work for that 
low salary, who will be conscientious,” 
said Postmaster McKe “That is a 
high salary for a negro, but not so 
much for whites. There are some of 
these negroes who have given the best 
of service, while others have not.’ 

Those who know say that if Post- 
master McKee is supplanted, that these 
negroes, who are not under civil serv- 
ice, but appointed by the postmaster, 
will go out in rapid-fire order. 


NEGRO TRIED TO HIDE 
IN ICY RIVER WATER 


A striking comparison of the ef- 
fectiveness of county policemen 
mounted on motorcycles and those on 
horseback was afforded yesterday aft- 
ernoon when a call came from the 
Adamsville district that Allen Russell, 
a negro, had stolen a pistol from a 
blacksmith shop and was making his 
Way toward Cobb county. 

W. C. Chappelear, on duty in the 
office, reached Officers F. lL. Peek and 
J. T. Carter by phone at Battle Hill, 4 
miles from the scene of the theft, and 
ten minutes later he reached Officers 
% &. Baker and R. F. Jordan, at 
Hapeville, 15 miles away. Despite the 
disparity in distance, the men at Hape- 
ville, on motorcycles, reached the 
Adamsville district twenty minutes in 
advance of the horsemen. 

The negro had headed for the Chat- 
tahoochee river, and was believed to 
be hiding in the swamps. The officers 
secured from the convict camp, “Old 
Troup,” a bloodhound who has become 
famous through chasing numbers of 
fugitives, and a few minutes later the 
negro was trailed to the river's edge. 
Later he was found with only his 
head sticking out of the water and was 
captured. 

He had tried to hide on the 
bank, half concealed by bushes, and 
when taken out and brought to jail 
Was nearly frozen from his stay in the 
waters, which were almost icy as 
night came on.

SCHOOL TAX DECISION 
GIVEN BY JUDGE FITE

April 15.—(Special.)—A 
the 


Dalton, Ga., 
decision of widesp”ead 
teachers and patrons of public schools 
of Georgia has just been rendered by 
Judge A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee cir- 
cuit. in the matter of Leon Connally 
v. W. G. Morrison et al., trustees, an 
injunction originating in Dade supe- 
rior court, whereby the collection of 
local school taxes in Dade county, in- 
clusive of the town of Trenton, was 
sought to be enjoined. 

The controversy grew out of a recent 

election held in Dade to annul or repeal 
a former election authorrzing the col- 
lection of a local school tax, in con- 
formity to legislative enactment. 
After the expiration of three vears, 
|as provided in the act, another election 
was called which resulted in a vote of 
thirty-four for’ repeal and sixty against. 
Owing to the ambiguity of the sections 
of the code under which the election 
was held, it was desirec that the act 
be construed. 

Judge Fite rendered a decision ada- 
verse to the plaintiffs, and in favor of 
those favor ig local taxation.

Washington, Apri} 15.—A _ bill to 
regulate lobbying in congress, similar 
to laws enacted by several states; was 
introduced today by Senator Kenyon.

2#0n or corporation as counsel or 
agent, to promote or oppose any meas- 
ure before congress, shall file his 
name with the secretary of the sen- 
ate and clerk of the house, with a 
statement of the particular legislation 
he is interested in. This list of lob- 


byists, the bill provides, shall be open 


to the public. 

The bill would prohibit a person 
whose name is not on the 
register from appearing before any 


committee of congress unless requested

Another provision is that no one who 
has ever been a member of either the 
house or senate shall act as a “legis- 
lative agent.”

Washington, April 15.—Democretic 
representatives from all sections are 
being besieged in letter and by per- 
#0nal representatives of insurance com- 
panies protesting against their inclu- 
sion as taxable orgenizations under 
the corporation tax provision of the 
tariff bill now under consideration be- 
fore the house democratic caucus. 

Representative Hull, of Tennessee, 
author of the income tax feature, said 
today his desk was piled with mail 
from insurance companies, protesting 
that they are not profit-making organ- 
izations. The matter may be brought 
up in caucus, but the democratic lead- 
ers deciare that insurance organiza- 
tions were given careful consideration 
when the law was framed and that op- 
position will not avail. 

Contest Over Wool Schedule. 

With the caucus making slow prog- 
ress on the tariff bill, the wool sched- 
ule probably will be reached tomorrow 
when the opposition democrats will 
make their most strenuvus fight. The 
anti-free raw wool. representatives 
have organized for the contest, and, 
although th eodds against them are 
although the odds against them are 
to make a determined struggle to bind 
the caucus to a 15 per cent duty on 
raw wool as a substitute for its free 
listing by the committee at the re- 
quest of President Wilson. 

Representative Ashbrook, of Ohio, is 
chairman of the free wool opponents’ 
conference. Failure in the caucus 
may result in requests for exemption 
from the pledge so the fright may be 
continued on the floor of the house. 

Citrus fruits and cotton and wheat 
were the chief targets of the opposi- 
tion in the caucus today, the cotton 
schedule still being under considera- 
tion upon adjournment. No changes 
were made in the committee’s bill as 
a result of the day's discussion, advo- 
cates of increased duties on wheat, 4s 
well as those favoring its free listing, 
being voted down, and members who 
urged increased duties on citrus fruits, 
pineapples, cotton yarns and other ar- 
ticles meeting a like fate. Represent- 
ative Underwood, chairman of the 
ways and means committee, who was 
ill yesterday, was able to resume con- 
trol of the bill In the caucus. 

Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
had charge of the agricultural schedule 
for the ways and means committee. 

Fight on Cotton Rates. 

The most stubborn opposition of the 
day came from southern members on 
some of the cotton rates. Representa- 
tive Webb, of North Carolina, proposed 
an increased to the proposed rates on 
twisted, mercerized and otherwise fin- 
ished yarns. The commlittee’s rates of 
duty ranged from 6 per cent to 25 per 
cent. The Webb amendment wou.d 
have increased those rates, beginning 
at 10 per cent on the lower grades and 
running up to 30 per cent on the high- 
er grades. The amendment was voted 
down by a vote of 19 to 84, the first 
roll call of the day. 

Representative Broussard, of Louis- 
lana, vigorously assailed the proposed 
duties on chickory, chocolate and 
cocoa, dandelion root, acorns and other 
substitutes for coffee proposed in the 
committee bill, moving to place them 
all on the free list as a boon to the 
breakfast table. 

He called attentton to the recent 
holding up by the government of Bra- 
Zilian coffee and argued that the peo- 
ple were entitled to coffee substitutes 
without any tariff. His amendment 
was voted down, however, adherents 
of the committee explaining that the 
reciprocity features of the bill woulda 
afford means for negotiations with 
Brazil, which country placed an ex- 
port tax On coffee when the United 
States put it on the free list.

And Thus Far There Has Been 
No Disorder in Belgium—Only 
Four Men Arrested. 


Brussels, April 15—Out of the 
welter of contradictory and incom- 
plete figures it is impossible tonight to 
more than approximate the total num- 
ber of workmen who have joined in 
the strike throughout Belgium for 
manhood suffrage. Independent esti- 
mates place the number between 
280,000 and 300,000, although the so- 
cialists, who are responsible for the 
movement, claim 400,000. 

Except in the industriai centers the 
strike has had no apparent effect. 
The general public has not been incon- 
venienced, and consequently is not im- 
pressed and, as the strikers generally 
maintain admirable discipline, they 
have not alienated the sympathies of 
the liberal capitalists, who are con- 
tributing to their fund. The proprie- 
tor of a large hotd@ in Brussels is giv- 
ing $20,000 weekly until the strike has 
been lost or won. 

The situation was the subject of de- 
bate in the senate, which reassembled 
today. Answering attacks by the lib- 
erals and socialists, the premier said 
the government was and is ready to 
take conciliatory action, but that it 
had no intention to abdicate before the 
strike. 

Only four men have been arrested 
thus far for interfering with non- 
strikers. The strike leaders insist 
that the strike shall be one of “folded 
arms and not raised fists.” 

The strike is intended by the social- 
ists as a protest against the system
